Brezhnev Reasserts Moscow’s Primacy

BERLIN, June 29.—The Soviet 
Communist party chief, Leonid 
Brezhnev, today reasserted his 
country's claim to head the world

slavia at the end of World Wor 
ΕΣ and was expelled by Stalin 
from the International in 1048. 

Still, the day's proceedings made 
clear that the Soviet Union will 
persist in its claim to lead Com- 
munism while the agreement sug- 
gested that all parties sball now 
be equal. 


Mr, Brezhnev attacked Commu- 
nist China, although the agreed 
communiqué avoids such criticism. 

The Soviet leader also accused 
NATO of being “an instrument of 
aeegression and suppression of the 
Uberation strogg!e.” 

The combined party statement 
is said to avoid such attacks and

While denying that Moscow 
wanted to re-establish itself as 
the Communist “center” as in 
Stalin's times, Mr. Brezhnev re- 
iterated that “proletarian interna- 
tlonalism remains a mighty and 
tested weapon of the Communist 
partles and the working-class 
movement in general.” 

The independent parties insist-

Amalrik, Leaving Tomorrow,

Ing difficulties In the supply of energy and 
materials and fouling the environment. 

Can a moderate stance be self-imposed by 
a world in which competition is not only in 
trade of things, but of ideas; In which the 
determination to win the support of ἃ gov- 
ernment’s own people and to Impress the 
neighbors leads to extravagances of invest- 
ment, wages, profits (whether to nationalized 
or privately owned corporations) and wel- 
fare allotments, presses an economy beyond 
its capabilities? 

The problem is vast and complex, and it 
will surely bulk as large in the minds, if not 
in the oratory, of the Communists assembled 
in East Berlin as it did on Dorado Beach 
And in East Berlin it may prove possible to 
do something about price-stricken Pcland., 
as the Western summit agreed to help infla- 
tion-depleted Italy. For the short haul, 
such emergency measures would in them-~ 
selves justify a summit—for the long haul, 
a view of the world’s economic mess, one 
that might be helped but should not be 
limited by the microscopes of Adam Smith 
or Karl Marx, would be the best reasons for 
climbing to the peak. 


A Disincentive to Bribery 


Few private acts have so stained the U.S. 
standing in the world in recent years as the 
millions of dollars in bribes and cther “ques- 
tlonable payments” tendered ander the table 
by U.S. corporations in their pursuit of profit 
Overseas. These payments have made U5. 
business look corrupt and U.S. government 
look, at best, negligent—not to mention how 
the recipients look. They have constituted 
ἃ genuine national scandal Τὸ is well, then, 
that the administration, reacting to findings 
of the Senate Muitinational Corporations 
Subcommittee and the Securities and Ex- 
Change Commission, has belatedly come up 
with remedial measures. 


The remedy, offered by a Cabinet-level 
task force chaired by Commerce Secretary 
Elliot Richardson, is new legislation com- 
Pelling US. corporations to report pay- 
ments made to influence the conduct of 
foreign government officials. The idea ts 
that resulting opprobrium in this country, 
and the embarrassment abroad, will dis- 
courage the practice of bribery. The State 
Department, fearful of foreign reaction, had 
hoped to avoid legislation. Sen. William 
Proxmire, D-Wis., for one, had proposed a 
law to make it a crime to offer a bribe, 
The administration proposal, sensibly, In 
Our view, splits that difference. The evi- 
dence served up by Senate investigators 
and the SEC served the vital purpose of 
forcing the issue onto the public agenda 
and made some sort of legislative control 
inevitab:e. However, to “criminalize” brib- 
ery, when prosecution would depend on 
witnesses and information beyond the reach 
of the U.S. judicial process, would be of 
dubious benefit. A law requiring disclosure 
Seems a reasonable compromise. 


Fanatics 


From Libya to Sudan, from Lebanon to 
Uganda, its onetime mentors seem to he 
cooling their enthusiasm for the fanaticism 
still stalking the Arab world. So far, at 
any rate, no Arab capital is heralding as 
heroes the Palestinian hijackers of an Air 


France Airbus with some 250 persons aboard, 
originally bound for Paris from Tel Aviv. 


No welcome was extended to the terrorists 
when they first landed in extremist Libya, 
the Sudan, which had previously treated 
Palestinian gunmen with toleration, this 
time refused to let the hijacked plane touch 
down at all. For their part, the hijackers’ 
statements of revolutionary auger found as 
much to condemn in the “reactionary 
regimes” of Egypt and Syria as in the 
familiar targets of Israeli and U.S. “imperi- 
alism.” 


Ultimately, overseas bribes cunstitute an 
international problem, one beyond solution 
by one government alone. for bribes and 
other “questionable payments,” such 325 
“grease” or extortion money, are {mbedded 
in the culture or the accepted practice of 
many states. In addition, governments 
whose officials are on the take may be 
re:uctant to have the matter brought to 
their, or to their public’s, attention, This 
means that, to be effective, national efforts 
to curb bribery must be meshed with 
diplomacy, This [5 difficult but not 
unmanageable. There are forums In which 
the United States can seek the cooperation 
of foreign governments in order to ensure 
that corporations act responsiuly in interna- 
tional trade and that no one country’s 
corporations are penalized commercially for 
so acting. The United States is trying in 
these forums to stitch together an acceptable 
international code of corporate practice. 
While that necessarily slow and uncertain 
process goes on, however, the U.S. govern- 
ment shoud do what 11 can alone to prevent 
its corporations from acting illegally 
overseas. 

But clearly, the best solution of all would 
come from the corporations themselves. 
Anti-bribery piedges, made credible by volun- 
tary disclosure measures, would go far to 
establish corporate credibility. If half the 
inventiveness that went into finding ways 
to do business corruptly were spent on find- 
ing ways to do business without bribing 
anybody, then U.S. corporations—by the 
power of their practice and example—would 
do themselves and their country a world of 
good.

tives. Since the UN Security Council 15 
hopelessly mired down in a sterile Palestine 
debate which bears no relationship to any 
of the current realities, such ad hoc diplo- 
matic efforts may be the only operative 
avenue to sanity.
